A PRISON ON FIRE. 



Altmiiig SceUiBi 'at the House of Cor- 
St;-:.// rection at Coldbath-Fields. 

(From thu Liverpool Poet, Uarch 20th.) 

On Saturday night about ton o'clock 
a Hie broke out iu the Culdouth helds 
House of Correclion. Ths alarm bell 
was rung, and a number of engines ere 
long arrived, but the iluuieti bpread 
with great rapidity, aud in about an 
hour and a half the whole block was 
consumed. As this part of the bnild- 
ing, however, was altogether detached 
from the radiating blocks containing 
the cells, these remained intact, and 
no occasion arose for removing auy of 
the prisoners. "When the gale of the 
prison was opened to admit the first 
-eDgiaea xaibex- 'determined xash j^was 
mw<K''By^ttiSorowd,-w&ioH''had collect- 
'ed^n large numbers; but the atteoipi 
waa promptly tnet aud baffled by the 
poKce, a large force being on duty at 
the scene. At a quarter before twelve 
iril apprehensions of further danger 
&1ii&ldvj'£ti6agh two or three engines 
still maintained a sttiady stream upon 
the smoking ruins. 

A Central News telegram supplies 
the following additioual particularn: 
On the alarm being given largo num- 
bers of persons began to congregate, 
and'ilf ETc^^df 'iiiteiise excitement en- 
sued axoand'^tlid Agates of the prison. 
An immense crowd gathered, and when 
tho gates opened for the entry of the 
first eii^ine a rush was made by the 
crowd, which was gallantly withstood 
bjtii. body of police, assisted by a num- 
ber of artill«t;|r-voluuteers who were on 
the spot. 'The ehgines to the number

'"uaK.'uij^&eir Superi Gate- 
house, at once set to work to endeavor 
to extinguish tho lire, for that purpose 
putting tho hone over the prison v/all.

The 
building was a large wuroliouao, wilua- 
ted close to the puuiBhmeut cells, usod 
as a bakery and liour nulls, and from 
its situation difficult to bo approached 
by the firemen; but they porsiMted, 
although constantly running great 
risk, aud in the result two being some- 
what severely injuied by falling tim- 
bors, etc. l3ireotly the tire was dia- 
covered-;tbe3Jlai;m:bell was tolled, and 
the aound .of the bell added not a little 
to the excitement of the scene, while 
the splash of the water as it was pour- 
ed in tons on tuo burning mass, as 
well as tho thumping of tho stoam en- 
gines and the roar of the excited 
(tirO'tfd/^ftll tending to add to the ^en-

;w4,in the interior of the prison the 
' Keno was loss aninaatod. The prison- 
era, bound within their pripon-walls, 
And alarmed by the fire, which some be- 
gan to see too plainly, commenced to 
lOry out in terror, wbile it is btated that 
in some of thd cells the great heiit 
molted the windows. Several of the 
prisoners made groat efforts to batter 
down their coll doors. Upon this

THE BISUAEGK AFFAIR. 



Fresi Opinions of the Resignation. 

A . despatch frpiji Berlin to the 
"Times," discussing Priu ce Bism arc k 's 
resignation ,8ay8.;r^{sBrinoeBi8marck 's 
motive was probably complbs. His 
health is by no means good, and his 
influence on Prur:sian domestic affairs 
very limited, owing to the traditional 
iudd^etfdenoje.pj each Cabinet Minister, 
while the couceDtrution of aflairs in 
the hands of an Imperial Administra- 
tion is impeded, not only by the re- 
sistance of the minor Governments, 
but also by oppo.sition prococdiuga 
from the chiefs of tho various Prussian 
departments. As, for instance, two 
gentlemen appointed by .Prince Bis- 
marck to the direction of the new Cen- 
tral I4ailway Department have success- 
ivdly lOHigucd because their communi- 
cations were .sighted by tho RiiiUvay 
Departments of individual St,'ites. As 
was concluded from PrinOei Bismarck's 
language on the; opdasiohl tbe Von 
rfto-ich iiffiiir made a tieop impression 
upon him. Geueial Von Stosch is a 
German, not a Prussian Minister, and 
as ifrince Bismarck has ill ways endeav- 
oured to break Prussian traditions in 
the organization of German bureaus 
and to assign the chiefs of the German 
departments to a strictly Bubordiuaio 
position under tho iibsoluto control of 
the Chancellor, General Von Stosch'a 
independent -bearing -ni(u8t 'have ap- 
peared like' an atteaijit'to traii^fet the 
doprocated Prussian system to German 
institutions. Whether the Prince's 
withdrawal was directly occasioned by 
this affair or not, there is little doubt 
it has been indirectly occasioned by 
bis willingnoss to endure olHcial fric- 
tion greater than his health could sup- 
port,^',. ■,. 

Thd "Times," in a leading article, 
after commenting on Prince Bismarck's 
well-known dillicullics relative to in- 
ternal affairs, says: — "It cannot bo 
overlooked that Priuco Bismarck's 
retirement is simultaneous with the 
acceptance of the protocol. Prince 
Bismarck's power naturally prompts 
men to connect his rotiremont with the 
greatest event in contemporary his- 
tory." Tho "Times" cousidora the 
idea of separating tho various offices 
hitherto bold by Prince Bismarck will 
tend to btrcngthen the elements of 
particularist opposition. If war breaks 
out iu Europe Prince Bismarck must 
return to tho helmj^^as.we ,h;tr^ oo 
^OTidenoe (bM tbe^e is "any oiket sUieV* 



The proposed dis- 
position of offices is, indeed, described 
as proviaoo^l, which :ma;f mean that it

LIGHT. 



A.n iavention of a simple uud prac- 
tical nature has recently been applied 
in BBveral places in Germany and 
France, and seems destined, in a rory 
• few month8,|.to supersede other illum- 
inating agencies. The invention con- 
sists of candles, or sticks of charcoal, 
surrounded by isolating matter, which 
gradually oonsumes, leaving the char- 
coal free like a wiok, which slowly 
melts away under the brilliant glow of 
electricity. With two such candles a 
light equal to that of one hundred gas- 
jets may be thrown on the ptreefc. -^n 
" electro- magnetic machine can keep 
burning twenty of these electric can-- 
dies. The cost is about half that of 
gas, and the light is of the brightest 
and purest' kind. A German ' friend 
has translated and sent us an article 
descriptive of a practical test of the in- 
vention taken for the "Erfelder Zei- 
tung" and written by an eye-witness 
of the working of thia.jpaqde of light 
ing in the machine faotorjr of the 
Brothers Meer at Gladbach: 

"The great building was enveloped 
in total darkness when we entered 
Soon after one of the proprietors light- 
ed the small developing apparatus, in 
size not longer than thirty inches, and 
in height not more than sixteen inches 
As soon as it was in operation, hy a 
small steam-power with which it was 
connected by a belt, the immense ma- 
chine-room was instantaneously lit up 
as bright as day. At the entrance of 
' the same there was to be seen one 
lamp, at a height nf fifteen Or sixteen 
feet, which gave out a most brilliant 
and steady light. It was so clear that 
the finest shades of indigo-dyed silks 
could be easily distinguished. The 
electric light was distributed in such a 
manner, through the agency of a mir- 
ror, that a long stay in the room in no 
wise injuriously ailected the eyes. On 
going into the garden an electric lan- 
tern, suddeuly lighted, illuminated 
the whole neighborhood to such a 
v.- degree that- at ope hundred feet very 
fine print could be read, and at two 
hundred and fifty feet larger and or 
dinary characters were plainly legible 
Of the wonderful propeities of this 
electric light we hud the clearest proof, 
and we were further pleased to learu 
that in this establishment the cost is 
estimated at a fourth to a sixth of gas 
light. In large rooms, halls, public 
squares and streets the electric light, 
before long, is sure to take the place 
i)f gas as an illuminating agent. la 
France it is rapidly growing in favor, 
and is in operation in forty establish- 
ments. The immense depot of the 
Chemin de Fer du Nord at Paris is al 
BO about to bo lighted by this sarao 
electric systpm. There is no danger 
whatever of fire from it, which gives it 
an immeasurable advantjige over all 
other means of illumination. The Paris 
engineers Gramme, and the Chief En- 
gineer Von Hejfener Alteneck, of the 
firm of Siemens Halske, in Berlin, 
were the first ^-ho coustructed the new 
electro-magnetic machines, by means 
of which a pleasing mecbanical power 
is converted iu a simple and practical 
manner into electric light. Tbia in- 
vention is one of the most remarkable 
of modern times. 

"Out-door work can be carried on 
by night as well as by day with this 
light, as it expels the darkness and 
fills the atmosphere with an almost 
Bun-hko lustre. In the lighting of 
cities by this new process tlie econo- 
my, as compared with gas, will be at 
least 60 per cent. We are evidently 
on the eve of as groat a revolution in 
lighting as when gas superseded oil 
lamps and tallow candles."

A correspondent writes the follow- 
ing of a ball given by Count LuckneWj 
at bis palace in the vicinity of Dres- 
den: "Nothing of this kind has been 
heard of since the day of Augustus the 
Strong, of Saxony. The affair has 
crei^ted quite a seneatiou in the fash- 
ionable'world.-.:rProra 150 to 20n per- 
sons were, present. As the Count is 
an unmamed«?*ttan. Her Excellency 
Frau von Fabribe did the honors by 
receiving ggests. The road leading 
to tho bcbloss was brilliantly illumin- 
ated with large bonfires of pine wood, 
and the gorgeous interior arrange- 
ments were such that from the moment 
you entered the portal you wore trans- 
ported to the realms of fairy land. The 
floral decorations of the balls, rooms 
and staircases were superb. No end 
to the servants in the Count's full 
livery. The large suite of rooms and 
the handsome ball-room were dazzingly 
illuminated , The sumptuous suppers 
were served up at lO o'clock and at 3: 
30 o'clock. Both were announced by 
heralds playing the "Alda" march. 

The tables, decked with a profusion 
of flowers, displayed the handsome 
gold and silver family plate. A mili- 
tary baud of sixty pieces perfpi-medj a 
selection of tho most rapturous music. 
At 12 o'clock the heralds announced 
the cotillion— the attraction of the 
eveuiug — which was unique iu its kind. 
A blast of trumpets anuouncefl each 
new figure, which were so numerous 
that I cau only mention the principal 
ones. A heavy snow-fall, one foot 
deej), lasting half an hour, and "com- 
pletely covering the ladies and gentle- 
men (this snow was contained in 5,000 
bags of paper, which took two weeka 
to cut up.) A^ain a blast of trumpets, 
when the ceiling opens and an elec- 
trical siin shoots its rays in tho centre 
of the room, displayiug the coat of 
firms of Saxony and the Count's mon- 
ogram in many pretty colors on the 
surface of the snow. Sudden darkness 
— reappearance of the sun, casting its 
rays m <.'l.o o»a o£ tho room. on a tab- 
leau vivant, in the middle of wbicu la 
a magic fountain of many colors — 
HaIuspinteobromokexeneH;-as it is cull- 
ed here. 

The dancing continues, when the 
ceiling opens and a large shell des- 
cends filled with presents, such as 
fans, bracelets, laces, and little nick- 
nacks of every description. A pause — 
each lady receives an apron, and each 
gentleman a basket to tie on his back. 
Many of the gentlemen remained to 
partake of the recherche breakfast and 
then to drive with the Count in his 
four-in-hand to the city. It is said this 
ball cost him 30,000 marks (37,500 
francs) which is very likely.

List eyening Militia Oompaniea No3. _ 
and 2 mastered 53 strong iu review order 
at the drili-Hhed. After goiug tbrough a 
Bhort drill. Deputy Adjnt;iut General 
Haughton inspected the arms and accou- 
trenients, and finding those satisfactory, 
bo then addressed the men, telling thcui 
that they were called on to support the 
civil povrer, and be felt certain tiiat' tboy 
Would obey their officer:) inovi-ry respoet. 
Having oomplimenttid them on tlia mus 
ter and eoudition of their arms be pro- 
ooeded to read seetion 27 of the Militia 
Act in aid of tbe civil power which states

power. Section 195 says "all commaniln 
to the men are to be given by tbe olBcer. 
Tuey are not, on any acoonut. to fire ex 
cept by word of command of tueir officer, 
who is to exercise humane discretion with 
respect to the extent of the line of liro.and 
is not to give tlie word of com wand to 
fira wiles.i distinctly required t<i do so by 
thti magistrate. Sec ion 19G explains that; 
in all cases it must be clearly shown to 
the people that if the militia have to fire 
that their fire will be effective. If firing 
should {nafortaDAtely be necessary, and 
should be ordered by the magistrate, 
ofHoers and men must feel that thvy have 
a very serious duty to perform; and thev 
mast perform it with coolness and Hteadi 
neax, and iu such a manner as to bo able 
to disooutiniie their fire at the inhtant at 
which it shall be found that there is no 
longer oocasion; for: it. Col.^Hougtitun 
then informed them that they would be 
required to appe.ir on parade at 10 a.m. 
to-day with gi oat coats. Thoy will then 
be served with haversacks, and with 
blankets and mattressess. The cum- 
pahies will embark on the Maude at 11 
a.m. tbia morning, and the steamer, after 
proceeding to Westminster and reueiving 
tbe companies organized there will oroB-t 
to Departure Bay and land.

(Letter No. II.) 

Editor Colonist: — un rrmay we bsd 
tho pleasure, through your courtesy, of 
submitting a few remarks suggested by 
Dr. Seghers' recent lecture on Public 
Education. As we did not wish to in? 
trude too much on your space we were 
then unable to discuss the matter fally; 
but, with your permission, will now re* 
umo our roviow of tbe subject. 

If the Bishop's educational ideas were 
carried out to their logical end every 
citizen should conform toene church and 
adopt one mode or phase of religious 
thought, or else every parent would have 
to bt-come a schoolmaster or schoolmis- 
tress to his. or her, own children— an im- 
pos-ibility iu this age of the world. Tho 
Bishop says we bmish God from our 
schools, this 18 a manifest impossibility, 
as He is everywhere, in everything, at all 
t;raus and seasons, irrespective of oar 
uuny will or action. The Bi>hop says our 
HCho lis aro Godle-s because we do not in- 
culcate religious dogmas (nf the Romtn 
Church, of course.) As well might tbe 
heaihcQ Cniuee think St. Andrew's Catho- 
lic C ilbedral Q.>dleB-i because the good 
Bi hop does not teach the religion of his 
bolovo I Confucius. If tbe Bishop means 
to lell the world that we ilo not teach Sec- 
tarian views in our schools ho is correct, 
wo glorv in tbe charge. Our people 
will not lolorate the expenditure of public 
moneys topropagato the views of any sect, 
whether Catlio ic or Protestant. Turd. Jew 
ir Intidi-l, The aim of our pub ic school 
y-itom is to propai?aio, incu.eato, or de- 
velop courtesy, kindness, justice, knowl- 
edge, intelligence, molality— lightl This 
o try to du m.^he obeapeat m-iuner, as is 
done in oiIit civilized oommun.ti.-» on 
this continent. Wo oann it afford to em- 
)loy a m.in and a wimiau— and [jay a 
loulilo salary— to do ono person s woik; 
ut lea^ll iKit until we gro.v richer ami wise 
than our friouds in the east. Tho Bisbo) 
lays much ftrass on recent disclosures o 
a certain boarding aoliOol;but.we ara'eur 
bin LorlsUip, on re con4 leration,' wil 
discriminate between united mixed educu- 
tiou in well comliieti'd public ilay soho d 
and a solit'iry bodnling school at Cach. 
Creek, which is not (and never was) any 
intriitsic part, of our public school system; 
but rather a temporary substitute until an 
increased local population would justify 
a return to tho ordinary system. But 
Qvon if it w'ere a natural and intriusio part 
of our |)iiblic .syaiem iho Bishop must be 
awnro that it is unwiie and unjust to con- 
demn all because ouo has laile.l. The 
goo I Bisliap must bo awaiu tu lii in in my 
oounirios there U a very ctrong prejudiou 
oigaiiist the exl^tenoe,of monaaterits and 
V onvont^, and that many stories of a very 
!r,!|)rolii'n8iblo and immoral na'ure have 
been circulated from time to time rolutive 
ta tlu'H') institutions, He knows there i^ 
raroly anv truih iu these reports. Yet it 
occasionally has happened, doubtless, 
that ouo of tbesu reports wos true. Would 
its truth and the^sin of one buose justify 
the Holy Father oi^ the Gorernment in 
HuppreB'ing all kindred institutions of the 
order — tliiia cutting down the tree bo- 
cau-o ouo of its branches was rotten? 
So of our public school system. 

Tho good Bishop seems to think that 
tho recent victorias of Prussia over Franotj 
are to be ascribed to the supervision of 
tbe Prussian sobools by the Prussian 
clergy rather than to the excellence or 
intrinsic merits of tho sybtem itself, 
which, like our own, is public, and mixed 
iirbea pooAiioa laron, fiat Ibie proTM 



more than the BisLop intended. French 
schools have been more or less under the 
supervision of the Princh clergy for more 
thatt »ne thousand years, and Prussian 
schools (according 'to the Bishop) have 
been under the mauaaement of the Prua- 
sian clergy for litte more than one htia- 
dred years. Tbe Prussian clergy are 
Protestants; the French clergy are Ontho- 
iicfl. If the superiority of PruBsia in the 
recent contests aroHo from idericul super 
^vi.-iou, it fallows that parsons are better 
superintendents than priests, and that 
Protestantiam olovatea a nation, while 
Catholicism degrades it. In truth, tho 
success of Prussia and the failure of 
Franco is to be ascribed, not to Protestan- 
tism or Catholicism, but to tho superior 
knowledge aud quickened intelligence ao- 
quired by the Prussians through their 
excellent public school training. Wo hope 
and trunt that ourselves and our friends 
in all parts of the world will profit by 
such "experience." 

The Bishop says. "Let the State en- 
courage the Church and private iudivid 
uals iu educational matters?" What 
Church f The Engl i.-h, Soot ib, Roman 
Synagogue or Joss-bouse ?— i«/i/c/j ? And 
wnat individuals ohall tho St.ito aid ? 
Suall they be Catholic or Protest int, Jew 
or I.ifidol?-w/uo/*? If a solection be 
made- then will all other individuals, 
ohurcbesand creeds approve aud coincide' 
and "c ap their bunds wiih joy ?" What 
would B.shop Hills say if uli the S ate 
ai I be given to tho Itom m Churou and to 
Catholic teachers? aod what would Biah. 
op Seghers say if all tho aid were to be 
given to the Englisb Church and to Pro- 
teslaut teachers?^ Wouldjio wiah: to: see 
Protestant PastdrsCala Prfldefio the Great) 
instruct Calliolio children "twice a week 
"in tho fundamental priucip es of Chris- 
tianity" n la Prussian ? And should tho 
two Bish.qj. agieo ti this pleasant ar 
rangemeni otoura wouU bo our j to object, 
so that tneir lordships' plan would not 
only bo iinpr.ic!icablo but impo.HSiblo in a 
community of iuttilligent, thinking men. 

I prenumo tbe Bishop when speaking 
of mixed schools alludes particularly to 
boarding schools -not to day schools. 
Otherwise bis teaching would undoubted- 
ly clash with the teaching and action of 
His superior ofliceria religion— the most 
Rov. Dr. Lynch, Arobbi>?ti()i) of Toronto, 
one of the highest ecclesiaHfical authori- 
ties in our Dominion— a gentli^man who, 
,<■ Cnairmati and member of the Educa- 
tional Council or Pr.iviiicial Board of Ed- 
ucation, for nearly 20 years, has been one 
of the ablest advocates and supporters of 
tbe publio school system of Ontario; a 
system in which all the pupils are grac^ed 
according to theirknriu'i.'«iK^,i"rospef'tive 
of agpo or aex or family inlluenco. Boya 
and girls are invariably taught the .same 
subjects in tbe same room and by the 
name teacher. No impropriety is ever 
dreamed of, beard of, or thought of, and 
any person hinting at a separation of the 
boys and girls into 7rta/e schools and fe- 
male schools would become a source of 
merriment to every parent and taxpayer 
in tbe community. Boys and girls mix 
in the s.tme schoolrooms in their re-pect- 
ive classes as brothers and sifters in the 
family; but, as with us, thoy sit in separ. 
ate desks and on opposite sides ot the Toom 
during the work of preparation. Jtis the 
same in Now York, Now England and in 
every State from the Atlantic tc tbe Rocky 
Mountains. In California and Oregon, as 
in France, Italy and part of Austria, « 
different system is more or less in favor; 

it is dying out and will finally disun- 
poar w.m i^nipr relics of barbaVism and 
Orientalism, and no gin wji* 
tho privilege of walking to school with 
h«r brother or of couionding with him in 
tbe same classes and same subjects for 
the palm of victory which should always 
orown honest emulation and well directed 
efforts. 

In conclusion, Mr. Editor, wo would say 
that we have a ijresoutment that should the 
good Bisboi) of St. Andrew's visit our 
public schools in Victoria and other dis- 
tricts so as io study our system akd its 
practical working he will not only become 
a convert to our views but, like tho good 
Archbishop Lynch, an active agent in 
disseminating the principles of united 
public education. He can then judge by 
experience as to whether moral rectitude 
aud kindred virtues can bo taught with- 
out ihe religious dogmas of Jow or Pagan, 
Catholic or Protestant. Ho will find Pro- 
bably, should he frequently vi>it our 
schools, that our teachers develop the 
minds and bodies of their pupils and cul- 
tivate tho finer feelings of tho heart, thus 
civing a suro giiaranti o that in after years 
tbey shall bn good citiions, whether tbey 
bo Jews, Chrisiians or Pagans. If during 
such visitations the Bishop becomes con- 
scious of defects in tho system or of er- 
rors or miirepresentations in . the text 
books the Board of £diioation willbeaare 
to have tbem removed should His Lord- 
ship ba so good as to point them out.
